THE FISHERY EXPERT. 


I encouraged all columns to make night 
attacks. All columns of the attacking 
force expected annihilation. We attempt¬ 
ed several attacks and movements, but 
suffered heavily by the enemy's artillery, 
especially the machine guns. Columns 
continued the attack all through the 
nigat. The enemy, unable to withstand 
our vigorous attacks, began to retreat at 
5.30 in the morning. Our forces charg¬ 
ing into Heikoutai occupied the place 
firmly .and entirely at 9.30 o’clock in the 
morning.” 

The Russian forces engaged is estimat¬ 
ed by the Japanese at seven divisions, 
with a division of cavalry.

Mr. Cowls Will Re-visit Coast—Manu¬ 
facture of Herring 'Into Guano 
Prohibited. 


(Special to the Times.) 

Ottawa, Feb. 3.—The catching of 
herring in British Columbia fo* manu¬ 
facture into guano and oil, winch has 
been carried on at .Nanaimo otf a large 
scale for several years, will be prohibit¬ 
ed. An order-in-eeuncil has been passed 
providing that fishing for herring can 
only he carried on by license, for which 
a staail fee will he charged. The object 
of the new regulation is to encourage the 
cntoning ar.l curing of herring for food 
purposes, which promises to grow to 
large proportions in Nanaimo district. 
The catch for the guano factory is enor¬ 
mous. and were it to coutinue the bnild- 
ing up of a much more important indus¬ 
try would he impossible^ The govern¬ 
ment expects to see herrW cured in 
British Columbia on an extensive scale 
in the future, Mr. Cowie, tlhf Scotch 
expert, will visit the coast again, next 
season.

SHIPS WILL JOIN THE 

ROJDSTVBNSKY SQUADRON, 


Jibutil, French Somaliland. Feb. 3.— 
The division of the second Russian Pacific 
squadron, commanded by Rear-Admiral 
Botrovsky, consisting of four cruisers 
and three torpedo boat destroyers, sailed 
from here yesterday to join the warships 
commanded by Vice-Admiral Rojest- 
vensky off the Island of Madagascar. 
Eighteen German colliers will follow 
Admiral Botrovsky's division. 


(Associated Press.) 

Renewed disorders have occurred at 
Lodz, in Russian Poland, where a con¬ 
flict. between troopers and strikers re¬ 
sulted in the killing of six persons and 
the woundiug of forty-eight. The dis¬ 
orders resulted from an attempt on the 
part of the strikers to prevent some men 
from returning to work. Hie troops 
were called out and fired into the strttF 
era, who replied with revolver shots. 

Strikes were begun to-day in the coal 
mining districts of Doiubrowa and Sosno- 
vics. As many important manufacturing 
centres are dependent on these mines for 
fuel, it is feared that the strike will 
have a serious effect on the industrial 
association. 

According to the best information ob¬ 
tainable, more than 30tF persons have 
been killed during the disturbances in 
Warsaw. 

A dispatch ffcom St. Petersburg says 
that the report that Maxim Gorky was 
released, proves to be premature. 

Fatal Riots. 

Lodz. Poland, t mu. 3.—In a conflict be¬ 
tween troops and strikers at the Kounit- 
zer factory here to-day. the soldiers fired, 
killing six persons and wounding forty- 
eight. 

Shooting also occurred at the Keller 
lace factory. 

Strike Spreading. 

Warsaw. Feb. 3.—Serious disorders 
broke out to-day at Lodz, where 25,000 
men are striking. Some of the employees 
of a lace factory attempted to return to 
work, and the remainder forcibly pre¬ 
vented them. A strong military patrol 
was summoned and attacked, and fired 
at the strikers, who replied with revolver 
shots. It Is reported over the telephone 
that the firing was continued at 1 o'clock 
this morning. 

Strikes were started this morning In^ 
the coal districts of Dorn Rowa and 
Soenovics. It is feared they will have 
a serious effect on the industrial situation 
generally, Warsaw and other important 
manufacturing centres being entirel/ de¬ 
pendent tor their coal supply on these 
districts. 

According to the best information ob¬ 
tainable, the official list of persona killed 
during the dieturoancee here contains 
over 300 names, in additiop t6 many uni¬ 
dentified bodies lying at the receiving 
vault in the cemetery. The unidentified 
dead will be buried to-day. 

A group of soldiers outside a liquor 
store last night fired on passers-by with¬ 
out warning, killed a shopkeeper and 
wounded another man. 

Gorky “Still in Prison. / 

8t. Petersburg, Feb. 3.—5.50 p.m.— 

The report of Maxhn Gorky’s release is 
incorrect. 

Heaaan, Miakotin and, Kareiff. three 
of the eight memoers of the delegation 
to Interior Minister Sviapolk-Mirsky, 
wi»o were arrested January 21st, have 
been released, pending an investigation. 
The others probably will be held until 
they are tried.

not confined to one or two lines. James 
Dunsmuir himself admits that he had 
many offers of purchase made to him. It 
is said that the Grand Trunk Pacific, by 
rneaus of its agents, manifested a disposi¬ 
tion to get an option on the road, appar¬ 
ently contemplating that it might be to 
the advantage of the company to have 
arcess by this means to Victoria. 

That which drove the C. P. R. to take 
decisive action is said to-have been the 
fact that the Canada Northern was 
negotiating for the line. 

It is said that in connection with the 
Canada Northern a scheme is being 
evolved for the entrance of that com¬ 
pany into British Columbia. When all 
is completed connection will be made 
.with Victoria. 

In seeking to enter Victoria the com¬ 
pany is assisted by the Great Northern, 
the Utter corporation being deeply inter¬ 
ested in consequence of traffic arrange¬ 
ments existing between the Great 
Northern and the Canada Northern. 
With terminal facilities nt Victoria the 
trans-Pacific trade of the Canada 
Northern would be carried on by means 
of the Great Northern’s big freighters. 
The steamers Minnesota and Dakota 
would then be provided with docking 
facilities here, and find a good share of 
trade through t^e channels of the Canada 
Northern.

Detailed dispatches relating to the 
fighting along the Shahlfe river from 
January 25th to January 29th, show that 
the movement was of larger proportions 
than earlier reports indicated.

East 8t. Ix>uis, III., Feb. 3.—Six of 
the largest office and store buildings here 
were destroyed or badly damagad by fire 
early to-day, and several persffii* were 
injured, none fatally. The property loss 
is estimated at $200,000, partly covered 
by insnrnnce. Fire apparatus was sent 
from 8t. Louis. The intense cold greatly 
impeded the firemen. 

The principal louses are: Josephine 
building, used for lodging headquarters, 
offices mid retail stores, erected at a 
cost of $100,000; Lacy building, occupied 
by real estate and flats, $45,000; Walsh 
building, $70,000; Zeigenheim bidding, 
$40,000. Several families were driven

8t. Petersburg, Feb. 3.—The Emperor 
has received the following dispatch from 
General Kouropatkin: 

“The Japanese .luring the night of 
January 31st, attacked Djantanchenan, 
on the left bank of the Hun river, appo¬ 
site Changtan. They captured the vil¬ 
lage. but subsequently were driven out 
with great loss. The Russian casualties 
were 100. 

“The Japanese, after a severe cannon¬ 
ade. rent tacked our forces at Djantan- 
cJieunn at noon on February 1st. The 
Russians first retired, but ultimately re¬ 
occupied the village, although some out¬ 
lying parts are still in the hands of the 
enemy." 

The commander-in-chief adds: “Despite 
the intense cold, frost bites are rare, ow¬ 
ing to tlhe preventative measures. 

“Up to February 1st. 133 Japanese 
prisoners have arrived at Mukden.”

OYAMA’S REPORT ON 


RECENT FIGHTING. 


Tokio, Feb. 3.—9 p.m.—Field Marshal 
Oyuma. telegraphing yesterday, reports 
that the main body of the Itussiaus. af¬ 
ter their defeat at Heikoutai, retired 
acroM the Huu river, and occupied 
Niupoiaao. Shufnm, Jeahufaugtai and a 
portion of Changtan. On Wednesday 
the Russians began constructing defen¬ 
sive works in ^he neighborhood of Sbu- 
fangtai, Chungcklawopeng and Chang¬ 
tan. Russian cavalry patrols were seen 
on Wednesday along the line of Tsuyuta, 
Tipaetzu and Yupateazu. The Russians 
mude a series of small attacks on the 
right And the left flank of the left army, 
but were repulsed in each instance. 

Details of the fighting from January 
25th to January 29th. which Field Mar¬ 
shal Oyuma officially designates as the 
battle of Hikes, shows tbat the opera¬ 
tions were more extensive, the forces en¬ 
gaged larger and the 

Plghting More Desperate 
than the first reports indicated. 

The Japanese casualties totalled 7.000. 
According to the Japanese estimate the 
Russians lost over lOBOO. 

The army fought in la driving snow. It 
was bitterly contested, and very difficult 
to see. A night attack delivered early 
in t^e morning brought success to the 
Japalfese. 

A Russian squadron surrounded and 
attacked Heikoutai on January 25th. 
Field Marshal Oyama reports that the 
garrison, though outnumbered, made a 
stubborn resistance and retired at night, 
and’finder cover of darkness moved to 
Tonckr hengts u. 

In the meantime. Field Marshal 
Oyama. warned of the attack, ordered an 
advance for the purpose of retaking 
Heikoutai. It was snowing and the 
movements of the troops were delayed. 

Du January 2UtU. about noon, while 
the attack on Heikoutai was developing, 
a report reached the Japanese head¬ 
quarters tluit another division of Rus¬ 
sians. comiug from Changtan. had sur¬ 
rounded Chencfaiehpao. and also that an 
independent and smaller body of Rus¬ 
sians was ot>eratiug west of Cbeachih- 
pao, 

Threatening the Left Flank 
| of the Japanese force moving against 
Heikputai, which had deployed from 
«umapao westward of Heikoutai. 

It wns originally planned to deploy 
from Sumapno to'Taopao. and it was 
found that the Russians possessed a line 
from Heikoutai to Snmapao. The Jap¬ 
anese therefore deployed to Snmapao and 
Wucbiixua. and attacked Heikoutai and 
Taopao. The latter place was strongly 
held, but its capture was necessary be¬ 
fore it- was possible to take Heikoutai. 
ThiriJy Russian guns skillfully placed 
around Heikoutai enfiladed the troops 
attacking Taopao. 

The nightfall of January 25th saw the 
Japanese still struggling to dislodge the 
RuKslans. 

On January 27th. the Russians press¬ 
ing the Japanese right wing temporarily 
retreated. The freed force reinforced 
the .Japanese centre. 

The atack on Heikoutai was resumed 
on January 27th. A Covering force pro¬ 
tected the extreme left The troops at¬ 
tacking Heikoutai advanced fearlessly, 
and. 

Despite the Heavy Losses 
inflicted by the reinforced Russians, con¬ 
stantly gained step by *t*p. A Russian 
division advanced from the direction of 
Xiuchu and struck the left force on the 
right flank. A force of Russian infantry 
and mounted artillery fired Into the 
rear of the left column. The Japanese 
lost heavily, and the extreme left wing 
was compelled to retreat temporarily. 

The Russians made a series of night 
attacks January 27th in all directions. 
They succeeded in catching a detachment 
stationed at Snmapao in the front and 
rear. A desperate hand to hand fight 
followed. The Japanese finally succeed- 
o.l in repulsing all the attacks. 

A portion- of the Russians remained 
concealed nt Bumnpao, and on the morn¬ 
ing of January 28th fired into the rear 
of the Japanese centre. The Japanese 
turned, attacked and practically annihi¬ 
lated the Russians. Only 293 of them 
surrendered. 

The fighting contluued throughout fhe 
day and night of January 28th. The Jap¬ 
anese, who were

Mukden, Feb. 1.—Via Tientsin, Feb. 
3.—(Delayed in transmission.)—All na¬ 
tives of Hohantai ahd Fnchichlng. who 
were not through the line* during the 
Russian occupation, arrived at Mnkden 
on January 31st, except a few who were 
killed in battle. 

The impression is general among the 
tyiasian troops on the right flank that 
either Gen. Nodzu or Gen. Nogi was 
present at Sandepas. where the Russians 
ascribe their greatest losses to cleverly 
eoureejed batteries behind the main 
works. 

The Japanese withdrew from their out¬ 
works at Sandepas. which at one time 
the Russians occupied. Gen, Mistchen- 
ko was still advancing, carrying out 
flunking movement intending to cut the 
way north of Liaoyang. and was taking 
outpost after outpost with prisoners, 
when the order to retire came.

Ottawa, Feb. 3.—Mr. Jardine. New 
Westminster, and Mr, Patterson, Van¬ 
couver, representing British Columbia 
lumbermen, will meet Northwest mem¬ 
bers this afternoon and talk over the 
proposition of placing a customs duty on 
lumber entering Canada from the States, 
and also to increase existing duties.

The service by ferry from the Ala in land 
to Sidney affords an alternative rout® 
already established, and capable of being 
extended to the fullest capacity. Inde¬ 
pendent of this, other means of access 
are open and await only their full de¬ 
velopment. 

Facilities exist here for all the com¬ 
panies to enter the trade. The position 
of the city gives It peculiar advantages 
th connection wiuT ine 5*orthern Pacific 
trade, advantages which the big coiu- 
are well aware of, and are now 
seeking to profit by. 

With the transferring of the terminal 
facilities of the C. P. R. to Victoria or 
Esquimalt. there will undoubtedly be 
provided here ample coaling provision 
for steamers. These have never been 
provided at Vancouver, ^only temporary 
methods for the conve)-auco of coal from 
Comox to that city being in use. and no 
up-to-date methods provided for filling 
the steamers' hunkers. The continuation 
of the E. & N. system to Comox would 
give direct communication with the coal 
mines by land, with the. optional route 
by water still open for filling the bunkers 
in this city. 

The Great Northern Company had in 
view the use of Comox coal for its big 
freighters, and J. D. Farrell held sev¬ 
eral conferences with Jas. Dunsmuir on 
the subject. That company, had the 
negotiations towards acquiring the line 
of the E. & N. been successful, woukf 
have resulted likely in the putting up of 
bunkers for the supplying of the Min¬ 
nesota and Dakota at this port. 

It looks very much as though in the 
near future the port of Victoria was to 
become the concentrating point at which 
to a considerable eVtent various lines of 
railway would meet the competing lines 
of steamers which are to carry on trade 
between the West Const of America and 
the Orient. The centring of these means 
of communication will effectually aid in 
the opening np of Vancouver Island's 
rich resources, and result in the establish¬ 
ing of industries and the bnilding up of 
an immense local trade.

Experiments With New Submarine Boat 
at Newport Newt. 


GOVERNMENT OWNERSHIP. 


Newport* News, Ya., Fefc. 3.—With 
representatives of the Argentine Repub¬ 
lic and British governments, among 
others, on board, the submarine boat 
Simon Lake “X”' was yesterday sub¬ 
merged thirty-eight feet and returned to 
the surface in thirty seconds. This cuts 
in half the record held by the Frnich 
type of submarine, which is one minute. 

Another record vA broken in filling 
the ballast tanks for the submergence. 
The tanks were filled in nine and ooe- 
balf minntos, the best previous time 
being fifteen minutes, made by a French 
submarine. The Simon Lake “X" made 
a speed of nine and one-half knots au 
hour with decks awash and submerged 
travelled eight and one-half knots. 


Prussian Minister Denies Report Regard¬ 
ing Proposed Purchase of Mines. 


The Independent Cash Grocers. 


(Associated Press.) 

Berlin, Feb. 3.—Commerce Minister 
Moeller says that the Prussian govern¬ 
ment does not intend to buy the coal 
mines in both Rhenish-Westphalian and 
the Silesian regions, and that his posi¬ 
tion now towards state ownership of the 
fields is precisely what it was during the 
negotiations to acquire the Hibernia 
mines, that the government ought to 
hare a seat in the coal syndicate. As 
for the reports current among bankers 
that the ministry of commerce has asked 
if it would be easy to raise money to bay 
the mines, they were, the minister added, 
without foundation so far as he was con¬ 
cerned. 

The Associated Press is able to con¬ 
firm yesterday’s dispatch to the effect 
that the Prussian government has inqnir- 
ed of a group of financial Interests if it 
would be difficult to raise loans sufficient 
to take over the coal mines both of the 
Rhenish-Westphnliap) and the Silesian 
region should the government desire to 
consider such a project. Certainly a 
meeting of bankers took place at which 
the subject was considered. Those in 
the government who favor the purchase 
of the mines contend that government 
ownership would be a firm dam against 
Socialism, and that the Socialist party" 
would t>e prevented from organising the 
miners as they now are prevented from 
organizing the railroad employees.

The plan includes a naval 
demonstration, which if it fails to bring 
Castro to terms will immediately be fol¬ 
lowed by seizing the custom house, 
which will be held until all the American 
claims have lieeii satisfactorily adjusted. 

Chief among the claims which Mr. 
Bowen lius been trying for mouths to 
have settled, and which ajc entirely in¬ 
dependent of those disposed of by the 
I agreement for the arbitration of the 
I claims of the powers, is the claim of the 
Asphalt Trust, which contends that it 
has arbitrarily* lieeii dispossessed of its 
concession. Ten days ago President 
Castro went into the country on the plea 
that he needed a rest. This was con¬ 
strued by Bowen nnd the other diplomats 
as an insult, and nothing since has oe- 
curred to change their view of the inci¬ 
dent. Mr. Bowen has been unable to 
make any hendwuy with Gen. Ybarre, 
tlie new minister of foreign affairs.

8t. Petersburg, Feb. 3.—it. 10 a. m.— 
Detailed reports filed ut the headquarter* 
of the St. Petersburg military district, 
where minute records are kept, show in 
breaking up tlie demonstration of Janu¬ 
ary 22n«» of the thousand troops on guard 
only 480 shots were actually fired. These 
troop* represent eight different unit* 
from a squad of eight to a company of 
120, and the total number of tall cart¬ 
ridges issued was 1,002.

Attitude of Manufacturers., 

St. Petersburg, Feb. 2.—The associa¬ 
tion of St. Petersburg manufacturers has 
adopted the following resolutions: 

“First—All ixrints of tho men’s de¬ 
mand* concerning the eight’-hour day. 
■participation of the men in fixing pay for 
piece work and regulation of the internal 
workings of factories. etc., *Jiall not lie 
discussed, but submitted to tho minister 
of finance with a view to their settle¬ 
ment legislatively. 

“Second—Regarding special demands 
advanced at the different works, discus¬ 
sion is inadvisable till the men have re¬ 
sumed work. 

‘"Third—Recognizing that the m**n 
were drawn into the movement by other 
than oconothic questions, tlie nusocintiou 
unanimously voted that no mutual bitter- 
ness exists, and has. therefore, deckled 
to meet tlie workmen, nor to apply the 
penalty for wasted lime, nor ho endeavor 
to discover the Instigators and leader* of 
the strike, nor to employ specin) 
measures against them and to eolject 
funds for the support of the families of' 
the* victims, and in this respect to make 
no difference between voluntary and 
coerced strikers. 

"Fourth*—The association, in-order not 
to create a precedent Ivy paying work¬ 
men for the time they have l>cen en¬ 
gaged in tlie strike, will grant modwtane© 
the necessitous, wmeu need not be 
repaid."

Warsaw. Feb. 2.—More blood has b«w 
shed in the streets of Warsaw duriug 
Tuesday and early Wednesday morning. 
Tlie nuintar of strikers is increasing, and 
conditions throughout the city are fast 
becoming chaotic. 

Tlie worst 1 disturtiance* occurred in the 
suburbs, while tlie city proper was some¬ 
what more quiet. Many streets in the 
city proper are like charnel houses. In 
some district* the dead lie in heap*, as 
It has been impossible to bury them all. 
The authorities admit flint at least 700 
corpses are still in the streets. They are 
putrifying fast, ami in mme quarters the 
stench is becoming unbearable. 

In the Nowoswiedzi quarter the police 
at midnight removed fiO male and 2 
female bodies in cart's and buried them 
in one grave in the local cemetery. 

Owing to the elaborate precautions the 
disturbances that were anticipated here 
to-day did not occur. The authorities de¬ 
clare that’ the strike is practically ended. 
The smaller factories will reopen to-mor¬ 
row and the larger ones on Monday. The 
takers and printers have definitely deckl¬ 
ed to resume work to-morrow. The 
streets are still in the hands of the 
militia. Tlie shops have not yet reopen¬ 
ed, and the cit'y is quiet and almost 
deserted. 

There are rumors of disturbances in 
the suburbs, which it is impossible to 
verify because the military authorities 
hare seized the telephone service. Hie 
pupils of tnnr.y public and private 
schools met to-day and decided to de¬ 
mon*] the Int’rodnetfon of the Polish 
language or otherwise they wlH m»t re¬ 
turn to school. Tills is significant us 
indicating the introduction of the nation¬ 
alist movement into the economic ngira- 
Hon. 

Outside of Warsaw tho strike move¬ 
ment appears to be growing, but while 
a great number of workmen aTe out at 
Lodz, not n single case of disorder has 
been reported here. 

It is rumored fa-nlffht that thousand* 
of workmen in the extensive coal dis¬ 
tricts of Domhrova. near the frontier, 
will strike to-morrow. This should be 
extremely serious a* the mine* would 
immediately bp flooded If the pumping 
ceased. Other reports coming In say 
that fre*h slYikes have broken out in 
the outlying districts, but the rumors are 
not confirmed. 

British PnriCnrfkul Mucukain, w«o 
wn* injured during the recent <Hs- 
tmtances. ha* nearly recovered and is 
expected to leave Hie hospifai next week.

I The question naturally rises, why hare 
I the diamonds ‘been found in the Sno 
Jose? The answer to this is not iliffl- 
j cult, and is given when we state that the 
original rock—which formerly occupied 
the high plateau—has been gradually dis¬ 
integrated, the debris of the rock being 
carried by rains into the Sao Jose. Be¬ 
cause of their density the black and 
white diamonds wore coucealed under 
the sand, together with the mineral ac¬ 
cessories which surround them and 
which are the indications of the precious 
stones. Thus, in the course of yeans, 
. these beds have been, formed, beds the 
richness of which is incalculable. 


DIGGING BLACK DIAMONDS. 


How the Precious Stone Are Unearthed 
in Brazil. 


The\blnck diamond is an important ar¬ 
ticle of\commerce, not because it is des¬ 
tined to embellish the hand of feminine 
grace, but because of tho fact that it has 
been widely applied iu industry, where 
it is almost as valuable as tho white fel¬ 
low. The home of the black diamond 
is Brazil, die classical land of the dia¬ 
mond, th© richest beds of the mineral 
having been found in the province of 
Bahia, and on the banks and in the bed 
of the 8ao Jose river. • 

The stone, which is perfectly opaque, 
is not beautiful, and tf the magical word 
diamond had never been applied to the 
substance there is uo doubt that to this 
day tho black diamond would be a thing 
unknown. However, the favor which 
this mineral enjoys is of very recent 
date, for twenty years ago its properties 
wero unknown and the trade in the stone 
was practically nothing. 

The constantly increasing perfection of 
boring instruments brought out the value 
of the black diamond, th© use of dia¬ 
mond point drills now having become so 
general that the price of the mineral has 
in consequence rapidly increased. To¬ 
day the diamond has become of prime 
necessity in working tempered metals, 
sawing of marbles, piercing of tunnels 
and galleries and in mines. At the time 
of the inauguration of the Laboratory of 
Arts and Trades, on $Jnly 1st, 1903, a 
circular saw provided with diamond 
points produced surprising results, cut¬ 
ting into thin slices the hardest materi¬ 
als. 

On the banks of the Sao Jose we find 
the races of the first exploitation of the 
mines by the untives, the Garimperos. 

The black diamond, nowever, having no 
commercial value, did not attract these 
people, and they were apparently ignor¬ 
ant of tho real character of the mineral. 

From the repiort of an engineer who 
explored the region in 1858 wo lea hi that 
one day the diamond diggers discovered 
a black stone in Sao Jose. They took 
the stone to one of their huts and sought 
to discover its nature by attempting to 
crack it. All their efforts were fruitless, 
the stone resisting the most powerful 
hammers, and after a time it was thrown 
hack into the river. The stone weighed 
aoont 10,000 carats, and at the present 
price of $40 a carat represents o loss of 
$400,000.

naval Station, although there are certainly , 
algna to that effect. Wbeiythat anchorage 
ground Is no longer required by the navy, 
the reserve at present placed upou it for 
that purpose will undoubtedly be removed 
by the Dominion government, which has 
sole authority in the matter, bat until 
there Is an official intimation that the navy 
does not require the anchoring ground any 
longer I think it would be premature to 
move in the matter at all. It will, very like¬ 
ly, adjust itself within the next year or so, 
when the Intentions of the Imperial gov¬ 
ernment are fully understood In this coun¬ 
try.

“We remained in this condition nntil 
Monday noon. Then the captain tric-d 
to run the vecsei before the wind. The 
wind again increased, ar»l os there were ' 
very high seas running we bad to heave j 
her to again. The wind was now blow*- j 
ing its highest, and a terrific sea running, 
and the weather continu«d so all the 
night until about 4 o’clock on Wednes¬ 
day morning, the 14th Uist.. when a 
monster wave bigger than the other* 1 
swept down on the frail vessel and com¬ 
pletely overwhelmed' her. The little ves¬ 
sel was cast on her beams end, her 
masts were levelled .with the water, the 
skylight stove in and the water poured in¬ 
to rhe cabin. Worst of aH tin* cargo in the 
hold shifted, causing the vessel to be in 
a hopeleas condition. All hopes of lives 
being saved were given up. when at the 
moment another sea struck the vessel 
and righted her. tone was in the above 
position about seveu minutes when she 
was righted. 

“The feeling of relief may be imagined, 
but the condition of the vessel was now 
a sad one, Storm trysail, mainsail, boom 
and gaff all swept away, four boats 
smashed to splinters and' four hours 
were occupied in reducing the cargo and 
putting the vessel on even keel. Much 
provisions were spoilt, flltokltchen ware 
broken in (be cabin, all spoilt, 

except cased goods. Tli|e mate. Charles 
Forsell, ran up the main mast to pre¬ 
vent his txdng washed away when the 
wave struck the ship. He was carried 
under water but held on until the ship 
righted, when he let go his hokl and fell 
on the deck, receiving a severe blow on 
the head. The captain also received in¬ 
juries. having the index finger of the left 
hand crushed, and several cuts. The 
cook got 1 * severe* blow fhe right knee 
and sever*1 slight cats. 01 * hands. The 
remainder of the crew Vsiaped without 
injury.; Tile ship was ttuli in 38.50 N., 
56.12 W. The wind moderating, the cap¬ 
tain thought best to run the vessel nnder 
bare poles from the vicinity of the storm. 
Hard woric was done ih repairing sail* 
and making for the nearest island prac¬ 
ticable for repairs, etc.’ 

“Thfi estimated cost of .repairing the 
vessel is from $2,800 to $3,000. Before 
proceeding with the work the captain is 
awaiting instructions from Mr. Munsie, 
the owner, who resides at Victoria, B.

COMMUNICATIONS. 


UHSUS KERMODEI. 


To the Editor.—It may h© important 
that the facts in connect ion with the dis¬ 
covery of the Inland white bear should be 
made manifest. 

Professor Horn add y, on his vidt to this 
city in 1000, first discovered and pur¬ 
chased a skin of the Ursus Kermodei at 
Mr. Boecowitz’s warehouse. The pro¬ 
fessor called the attention of the late 
John Fannin to the skin he had purchas¬ 
ed. I then subsequently discovered the 
two cub skins and called Mr. Kermode’s 
attention to them, ns already published 
in my letter to the Colonist. Mr. 
Lawrence, the owner of the two cub 
skins, being absent from the' city, Mr. 
Ivermode was unable to purchase them 
until the former returned. In the mean¬ 
time William Lind ley also spoke to Mr. 
Ivermode about the two cubs. Subse¬ 
quently Fred 'Foster called on Mr. Ker- 
mode about the large skin in his posses¬ 
sion, and after the latter receiving a let¬ 
ter from Dr. C. Hart, Merrlum Chief 
Biological Survey, Washington. D. C., 
about Mr. Foster's specimen, Mr. Ker* 
mode handed the letter to Mr. Foster for 
his perusal, wherein it states: “That the 
specimen looks like an albino glacial 
bear; hut I never say anything like iL” 
After this letter was produced Mr. Kcr- 
mod© purchased the large skin for the 
museum from Mr. Foster, and <he4P»sent 
same, with the cub skins, to Processor 
Hornadoy. as he had already in hi© pos¬ 
session the specimen skin purchase 
from Mr. Boscowitz in 1000. 

So far Mr. Ivermode has not claimed 
to be the discoverer of this bear, but hH» 
given the credit or honor to the following 
in this order: (1) Professor Uomaday, (2) 
S. P. k rry Mills, (3) William Liudley, (4) 
Fred Foster anti Mr. Lawrence. 

As a matter of fact, there is a speci¬ 
men mounted nt the Carnegie museum 
at Pittsburg, which was saen by Prof. 
Hornaday on January 11th. 1906. and 
had been in that museum for over five 
years, which they now believe to repre¬ 
sent the specie “Uraug Kermodei."

VANCOUVER. 

The number of cases in the police court 
«luring January was 104, which » on the 
email side. 

During January there were 53 births 
(52 whites and one Oriental), 48 mar¬ 
riage (all white) and 35 deaths (32 whites 
and 3 Orientals). 

During tho past month the fire de¬ 
partment responded to 11 alarms, the 
total damage sustained, outside of the 
fire at Low’s jewellery store Tuesday 
morning, amounting to about $800. Tues¬ 
days fire will result in quite a heavy loss, 
as C. L. Rehnson, of Messrs. Kurtz & 
Co., estimates the damage to his stock 
of tobacco at $8,500. on which he had 
some $7,500 insurance. Mt. Low has 
not yet figured up his loss, but the store 
was completely gutted, and he only had 
$4,500 insurance. 

Wm. McLeod, who has retired’- from 
the position of chief of the C. P. R. secret 
service on* the Pacific division, has been 
presented by the members of his staff 
with a handsome gold-headed cane and 
dressing case as a'slight token of the 
esteem in which he is held.

On tbe 
North Saskatchewan River claims are either 
bar or bench, the former being 100 feet 
long and extending between high aad low 
water mark. The latter Includes bar dig¬ 
gings, bat extend* back to tbe base of tbe 
bill or bank, bat not exceeding 1,000 feet. 
Where steam power la used, clalrna 209 
feet wide may be obtained. 

Dredging In the rivers of Manitoba and 
the N. W. T., excepting the Yukon Terri¬ 
tory.—A free miner may obtain only twe 
leases of fire m'les each for a term of 
twenty years, renewable In tbe discretion 
of the Minister of tbe Interior.

Placer Mining In tbe Yukon Territory.—

or gulch, the width being from 1.000 to 
2,000 feet. All other placer claims shall be 
200 feet square. 

Claims are marked by tuo legal poets, 
one at each end. bearing notices. Entry 
most be obtained within ten days. If the 
claim la within ten miles of mining re¬ 
corder's office. One qxtra day allowed for 
each additional ten miles or fraction. 

The person or company staking a claim 
mast hold a free miner's certificate.
